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PUBLIC  HEALTH  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1923. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1923. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  is  15,803, 
this  being  adjusted  for  the  purpose  of  reckoning  births  and  deaths  from 
the  area  of  the  Borough  and  Extensions  (since  the  latter  were 
transferred). 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  present  time  is 

15,548. 


The  area  of  the  Borough  has  been  increased  to  3,648  acres  as 
compared  with  2,751  acres  before  the  extention  of  boundaries. 

In  the  middle  of  October  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Grunwell) 
met  with  a very  serious  accident  and  was  detained  in  hospital  for  many 
weeks.  He  underwent  a serious  operation  and  is  not  yet  strong  enough 
to  write  a report.  At  some  considerable  inconvenience  he  has  been  able 
to  supply  me  with  the  necessary  information  in  the  form  of  tables,  which 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 
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I feel  sure  that  I am  voicing  the  wish  of  every  member  of  the 
Council  when  expressing  the  hope  that,  although  permanently  lame,  he 
will  regain  his  normal  health  and  strength  as  rapidly  as  possible. 


Births  and  Birth-rate. 

There  were  140  births  (male)  and  116  (female),  giving  a total  of 
256,  as  compared  with  242  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate, 
based  on  the  population  of  15,803,  is  1672  per  1,000. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1915  and  1919. 

281  notifications  were  received.  26  of  this  number  were 
illegitimate.  There  were  9 still-born.

Deaths  and  Death-rates. 

Accotding  to  the  Registrar  General’s  return,  there  were  1 97 
deaths  (as  compared  with  268  last  year),  giving  an  annual  death-rate 
of  12-87  pei'  1000  of  the  population.  The  various  causes  of  death  will 
be  found  in  Table  III. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  18  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving 
an  annual  Infantile  Mortality  of  70  per  1000  births.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  69  per  1000  births.

Lloyd  Hospital. 

This  Institution  has  done  excellent  work  during  the  year.  At 
times  it  was  quite  full,  and  the  question  of  adding  to  the  present 
buildings  is  receiving  consideration.  The  operating  theatre  has  been 
brought  up-to-date.  The  cooking  and  hot  water  arrangements  have 
been  re-modelled.  The  lift  has  been  electrified.  The  X-ray  installation 
has  been  considerably  extended,  and  a light  ambulance  waggon  has  been 
purchased.  The  cost  of  these  improvements  is  about  £800.  The 
following  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  1 928

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  following  is  the  Report  received  from  the  Secretary  (Miss 
Stephenson)  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1923. 

The  above  Centre  was  held  weekly,  in  the  Baptist  Schoolroom, 
Quay  Road,  Bridlington. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  taken  over  by  the 
Bridlington  Corporation  and  che  Ministry  of  Health  in  1920,  formerly 
known  as  the  National  Union  of  Women  Workers  “ Babies’  Welcome,” 
opened  on  4tli  June,  1 914,  at  the  Zion  Schoolroom — now  held  in  the 
Y.M.C.A.,  Princess  Street.  The  mothers  meet  every  Thursday 
after  noon,,  from  2-30  to  4 o’clock,  and  pay  the  small  sum  of  one  penny 
for  a cup  of  tea  and  cake,  etc.  The  Doctor  attends  every  alternate 
week  to  weigh  the  babies  and  give  advice  to  the  mothers  on  the  feeding 
etc.,  of  the  babies.  There  have  been  25  babies  born  during  the  present 
year.  The  number  of  mothers  on  the  register  is  90,  an  increase  of  20 
on  the  previous  year.  Free  milk  is  given  to  necessitous  cases — a form 
is  filled  up  by  the  applicant  and  signed  by  the  Doctor. 

There  are  20  members  pay  into  a Thrift  Club,  and  they  receive  a 
bonus  on  what  they  pay  in  every  year,  and  are  able  to  obtain  clothing, 
hoots,  etc.,  at  any  shop  they  prefer  to  go  to.  Also  garments  are  made 
and  sewing  done.  The  sums  paid  in  are  from  3d.  or  upwards. 

We  also  have  four  maternity  bags  to  lend  to  mothers  who  are 
not  able  to  provide  them. 

We  have  a Christmas  Treat  every  year  for  the  members  who  put 
in  two-thirds  of  the  attendances,  and  an  Outing  in  the  summer  to 
Scarborough,  when  we  take  them  in  motor  chars-a-banc,  and  they  enjoy 
the  ride  and  have  a free  tea. 
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Report  from  3 1st  December,  1922,  to  8 1st  December,  1928  : — 

The  Centre  was  closed  from  the  14bh  December,  1922,  for 
sickness,  and  re-opened  on  the  8th  February,  1923.  The  mothers  were 
able  to  obtain  Glaxo,  etc.,  during  that  period  from  the  Secretary,  and 
Virol,  etc.,  from  Nurse  Laws.

5 tins  of  Virol  140  lbs.  ,,  28  lbs.

80  lbs.  Ambrosia  (new  food).

32  lbs.  Ambrosia  and  16  lbs.  Glaxo  were  given  free  to  mothers 
who  were  unable  to  pay  for  it.
